For France alone the in- 
demnity should represent the pay- 
ment of the indemnity of 187), 
plus inetrest t 10 per cent. for the 
intervening years, with a new 
payment one hundred times as 
great as that which was collected 
from France in 1871. 
es all this.’’ ° 

Referring to Canada, Mr; Haz- 
elden said this country should 
receive sufficient indemnity to pay 
at least the $2,000.00 bonus 
scheme to reimburse Canadian gol- 
diers for what they have lost by 
giving up their civil oeeupations 
and donning the uniform for the 
protection of the empire, 

The idea of Germany not pay- 
ing any indemnity he coneluded 
is contrary to all prineiples of jus- 
tice. A thug should be made to 
inake reparation for his crimes, 

‘LT hope that when the final de- 
tails of the peace ferms are ann- 
ouneed Canada will receive a just 
share of the war indemnity so that 
the country will be able to look 
after the returned veterans,’’ said 
Dr. M. C. Costello, former mayor 
of Calgary and now president of 
the Canadian Club. ‘Although 
the reports which I have read are 
very meager so far it is quite ob- 
vious that they will guarantee dur- 
able peace in the world. It will 
be no longer possible for any one 
country to start such a terrible 
war for

‘Dr. Costello-said that Canada: 
played its part quite nobly in the 
war and it is only fitting that the 
Dominion should get part of the 
indemnity not to help pay off any 
of the war debt, but to assure the

Furthermore, 
it is only fair to the Merchant’s 
Bank that a walk should be laid 
across the road in front of their 
lot: We tannot expéct business 
to Patronize our town unless we 
give them the common conyvenien- 
ces of a business centre. 

A walk should be laid to the pre- 
sent premises of the co-operative 
store, This might be only tempor- 
ary and-could’ be taken to some 
other part of the town when it 
appeared that the building was 
going to be vacant again for any 
length of time.

Dear Editor + 

There are a great many things 
that are wrong, were wrong in 
principle firist, time and unseru- 
pulous ingeasnrty. are ‘making them 
Worse. Law of says 
“Thou Shalt Not,’’ and ‘He put 
more common sense law in His ten 
commandments, than the whole 
world has accomplished by legisla- 
tionsince. With childlike simpli- 
city He covered not only prohibi- 


tion, ‘but every other phase of hu- |} 


man gvernment. How much mon- 
ey is being-wasted; how mueh 
time is being lost, idled away by 
a bunch of idlers in parliament 
who wish principally to discuss 
some little hobby ,with a view to 
gaining popularity with a class of 
people and allow matters of 
importance to the country be 
thrown into the discard. So far 
every move made mith regard to 
prohibition has been made with 
the sole object of ‘‘standing in” 
with certain elemenis, and has 
been from the fryi ing pan into the 
fire and back again.
